ORDER 

New Delhi, the 8th February, 2008 

S.O, 285(E) r —Whereas under the provisions of 
article 82 and article 170 (3) of the Constitution, as amended 
by the Constitution (Eighty-fourth Amendment) Act, 2001, 
Parliament enacted the Delimitation Act, 2002 and a 
Delimitation Commission has been set up to readjust the 
division of each State and Union Territory into territorial 
constituencies for the purpose of elections to the Hoqse 
of the People and to the State Legislative Assemblies on 
the basis of census figures as ascertained at the census 
taken in the year 2001 [as envisaged under the Constitution 
(Eighty-seventh) Amendment Act, 2003]; 

And whereas, the Delimitation Commission has, so 
far completed the delimitation exercise in 25 States/Union 
Territories; 

And whereas, the delimitation work in respect of 
Nagaland was suspended in pursuance of the stay order 
of the Guwahati High Court in Chakhesang Public 
Organisation & Ors, vs. Union of India & Ors. (W.P. No. 67 
of 2006) alleging that there was abnormal growth of popu¬ 
lation registered at the census in some areas to get more 
Assembly seats; 

And whereas, the resumption of work by the Delimi¬ 
tation Commission consequent to the Hon'ble Supreme 
Court's stay on the order of the Guwahati High Court is 
likely to arouse the sentiments of the hilly and tribal people 
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living in the various parts of the State of Nagaland due to 
their apprehension that new delimitation in many electoral 
constituencies may disturb the delicate existing tribal equi¬ 
librium and change of boundaries may cause alienation 
amongst them; 

And, whereas the State of Nagaland is inhabited by 
various tribes, each having their own distinct traditional 
boundaries, on the basis of which the existing district and 
assembly constituency boundaries were largely demar¬ 
cated, thereby making the fresh delimitation exercise in¬ 
volving transfer of assembly seats from one tribal/linguis¬ 
tic zone to another unacceptable; 

And whereas, apprehensions have been expressed 
by the Government of Nagaland that in view of the peculiar 
tribal configuration and the delicate law and order situa¬ 
tion in the State and the ongoing cease fire and the peace 
talks, the delimitation exercise carried out on the basis of 
the 2001 census will have the potential for disrupting the 
tribal equilibrium and peace and public order; 

And whereas, under Section 4 of the Armed Forces 
(Assam and Manipur) Special Powers (Amendment) Act, 
1972 (7 of 1972), the w hole of the State of Nagaland has 
been declared as ‘"disturbed area" vide S O, 1177(E) dated 
19th July, 2007 in view of the prevailing law and order 
situation in the State; 

Now, therefore, keeping in view the serious problem 
in the State of Nagaland and to obviate the above prob¬ 
lems, the President, in exercise of the pow ers conferred by 
Sub-section (1) of Section 10A of the Delimitation Act, 
2002 (33 of 2002), and on being satisfied that a situation 
has arisen where there is a serious threat to the peace and 
public order, which could also threaten the unity and in¬ 
tegrity of India, hereby defer the delimitation exercise in 
the State of Nagaland with immediate effect and until fur¬ 
ther orders.
